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IT PAYS TO PRE-PAY 

Up until the middle of this month interest 
at the rate of 4% per cent will be allowed on 
all prepayments of the 1936 taxes or on any 
part of a prepayment of taxes, 

Last, year, taxpayers “saved the discount” on 
$813,000 paid in during the pre-payment period. 
The year before, they pre-paid to the amount of 
$630,000. This year it will not be at all surpris- 
ing if pre-payments run over the million mark. 
That is rather to be expected. 

During its limited trial here, as in other 
cities where it has been tried, the pre-payment 
plan has been found to grow in favor. There 
is reason to suppose it will continue to do so. 
It is not beyond possibility that when good 
times return and money is again plentiful, the 
bulk of the year’s taxes will be paid before they 
are levied, the taxpayers pocketing the inter- 
est which would otherwise go to the banks. 

It pays to pre-pay, whatever amount can be 
spared. Not only because the discount is saved. 
But because a bill that has been paid ceases to 
be a cause for worry. It is done with, and does 
not hang like a mortgage over one’s future 
earnings. 

FINANCING THEMSELVES 

The Lethbridge Herald greeted the new 
year with an excellent special number, writ- 
ten to tell the world about the business done 
and the progress achieved in Southern Alberta 
during 1935, 

This edition, though less elaborate than 
some former ones, sustains the reputation that 
paper has established in getting out “specials” 
to signalize events of importance, and that is 
saying a good deal. The contents present the 
results of the year’s operations in a way to at- 
tract wide and favorable attention to Leth- 
bridge and its district. 

Wealth production in that area passed the 
$40,000,000 mark, as.it did the year before. 
Wheat is the largest item in the production 
schedule, totalling 24,000,000 bushels, Coal, oil 
and gas account for $5,500,000 of the total, and 
manufactured goods for $3,250,000. All classes 
of farm products show up well] in the record. 

A significant fact recorded is that the south- 
ern farmers are now “Financing themselves out 
of the wheat bin rather than from the bank”; 
selling a load of wheat when money is needed, 
and holding the rest in reserve for future re- 
quirements. That is sound financing for the 
farmer who is in position to practice it, and 
predicts a future free from worry. There is no 
interest to pay on that kind of financing opera- 
tion, 


A MESSAGE OF APPREHENSION 
The first half of President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to Congress was all about Europe and the 
Orient, as breeding places of threats to world 
peace, The “good neighbor” relationships which 
exist among the twenty-two countries of North 
and South America supplied the contrast, and 
the world ideal to be hoped and worked for, 

There is a double significance in that. The 
President is not at all sure, to put it negatively, 
that another terrific conflict will not be 
launched by the war lords in one or other of 
these areas of aggression. And he is no more 
certain that when the conflict comes the United 
States can stay out of it. Official caution for- 
bade him to say this, but it is there for the 
understanding to read, 

His policy, and his advice to Congress, is to 
counsel peace and give no aid to war-makers; 
but to be prepared to resist aggression should 
it be aimed at the United States, 

Those, it is easy to recall, were also the aims 
of President Wilson. If ever a man tried to talk 
peace to fighting nations and to keep his own 
country out of war, he did. But in the end he 
found that aggression had to be resisted on the 
other side of the Atlantic if it was to be effec- 
tively resisted at all. 

The world is even “smaller” than it was in 
1914. Hence the aptness—and the underlying 
import—of the President thus placing the in- 
ternational situation in the forefront of his 
message to the parliament of the United States. 


THE DEAN’S SURPRISE 

Dean Russell of the Teachers’ College, New 
York, thinks our school system cannot be up to 
much; because while it is true “They read, they 
write, they spell, they cipher—nevertheless the 
citizens of Alberta voted to pay themselves $25 
@ month.” 

What is more, the Dean is afraid the people

of the United States may vote for something 
equally *absurd “If we are not armed with 
knowledge of political economics’—by adding 
that subject to the school curriewlum, 

Five years ago ninety per cent. of the people 
in Alberta would have talked the same way; 
yet three months ago two-thirds of the voters 
in the province went for the dividends. 

Whatever brought about the change, it was 
not the school system, which is the same as it 
was when “sound” money and orthodox econ- 
omy were accepted as gospel in this part of the 
world. The only thing that can have caused 
the revolution is that “political economics” as 
taught and practiced in Canada and the United 
States produced the depression, or didn't do 
anything to prevent it,.and had not a word of 
explanation or hope when it came. 

If Albertans have gone from one extreme 
to the other, they did it under pressure of ex- 
perience, not in response to teaching in the 
schools, good or bad, and certainly not from any 
inborn love of adventure. What they have done 
they did for the same reason that a drowning 
man grasps at a straw. 

And unless the Dean and his friends can 
think up something better than the kind of 
“political economics” which culminated in ten 

million Americans being on the relief list, it 
is to be suspected the people of the United States 
will vote for something just as different when 
they get a chance, Teaching children or grown- 
ups to recite the Nine Classics of economic 
Confucianism won't tell them how to get enough 
to eat. They have been, doing that all their 
lives—and look where it landed them.

Liars should have good memories, says the 
old proverb, Dictators, too, should be alert lest 
they be tripped up in their duplicities. 

Mussolini has a hundred-room office block 
in Rome devoted to propaganda, The most ex- 
plicit instructions are given to prevent the 
Italian people learning how 
the rest of the world views 
the Mussolini aggression. Here 
are a few samples of the de- 
tailed instructions issued in a 
single day by the propaganda 
department in Rome: 

“Nothing to be said about 
the reduction of the gold re- 
serve. 

“No proposals are to be 
made to send away foreign 
employees or workmen living

in Italy. 

“No proposals to be made against buying 
(Italian) goods in shops belonging to foreigners, 
But a campaign against foreign goods. 

“Do not publish lists of the countries apply- 
ing sanctions, 

“It is forbidden to indicate the price of gold 
in any form whatever. 

“Give sensationally the news of the occupa- 
tion of Makale, but abstain from expressions 
such as ‘irresistible advance,’ ‘great victory.’ 

“The most absolute reserve as to the inter- 
national situation must be maintained. 

“No news to be given about Italian exports 
to countries applying sanctions. 

“No mention to be made of the increase in 
import traffic at the Italian frontiers. 

“Draw attention to the hospitality given by 
Italy to foreigners, in spite of the reduction in 

Juxury goods. Invite foreigners to remain in 
Italy and thus to convince themselves that the 
situation is good and the country quict.” 

Special precautions have been taken to pre- 
vent contradiction of the Department of Pro- 
paganda bulletins which make it appear that 
Italian losses have been confined to native 
troops, and that only a few score of officers and 
men from Italy have become casualties, ° 

Now comes the report of the Suez Canal 

Company to its shareholders showing that up 
Bll the end of last November over 35,000 Ital- 
jan soldiers have been invalided from wounds 
and sickness on ships passing through the Suez 
Canal. 

The Italian people are denied the truth, but 
there it is in the report of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany for any but those most vitally interested, 
to see,

A new voice of warning is heard in England, 
about the danger to the white race should Muse 
solini conquer Ethiopia. The voice is that of 
Sir Abe Bailey, South African statesman, multi- 
millionaire sportsman and a founder of the 
Royal Institute of International Affairs in Lon- 
ion. He predicts an ultimate rising of the black 
races of Africa against control by the white 
races should Mussolini succeed. 

Says Sir Abe: “Every inch of British terri- 
tory in Africa is held, not by force, but by trust 
and by the belief of the native that he has pros- 
pered under British rule. But if Italy is allowed 
to conquer Ethiopia, she will immediately start 
to arm and make soldiers of the whole nation. 
That would constitute a grave danger. 

“Today Britain rules nearly 4,000,000 square 
miles of African territory, but her native forces 
there number only a few thousands. It has 
never been Britain's policy to train the natives 
in masses as soldiers, but only to recruit them 
as police to see that native laws and tribal cus- 
toms are observed and to punish those who in- 
fringe on them. 

“In the Union of South Africa nearly 2,000,- 
000 white’ people live peaceably among over 
6,500,000 natives. They live peaceably because 
native life is not interfered with. The natives 
have their own courts and commissioners to 
observe native laws and settle squabbles. There 
is not a single native soldier in the whole of the 
Union. 

“Imagine the result should a European nation 
start militarizing the natives on a large scale 
and using them as legions of attack in time of 
war. The vast territories of the Sudan and East 
Africa, controlled now by a few white com- 
missioners and small pclice forces, would be 
easy prey for a maurauding modern army, un- 
less they too became militarized, to defend 
themselves. Gradually it would spread to the 
whole continent of Africa.” 

At present, says Sir Abe, a white man may 
journey from the deserts of the Sudan, through 
the game country of Tanganyika, and into the 
jungles of Nigeria and the Cameroons without 
fear of being molested in any way by a native. 
The native is busy earning his living as an ag- 
riculturist or trader, and has never been mili- 
tarized. He knows that his warlike ancestor 
never gained as much by campaigning as he 
does under the peace of British rule. But were 
native legions trained in the arts of modern 
warfare they would inevitably surrender to the 
temptation to turn on their teacher and destroy 
him. 

To use a comparison which Sir Abe would 
not wish to use, he fears lest the arming of the 
tribes of Africa will change that peaceful pagan 
continent into the state of war-torn Christian 
Europe, where a man may not cross a boundary 
or crack a joke without risk of attack and im- 
prisonment,

In England an argument is raging over the 
cruelty of fox and stag hunting with packs of 
hounds and a mob of mounted hunters, The 
Bishop ot Exeter (Lord William Cecil) has en- 
tered the fray on behalf of the hunters. Says 
the churchman: 

“Those who love to watch wild life know 
that death and suffering are to animals in a 
different relation to what they are to human 
beings. , . The death of the deer is one of ex- 
haustion, and it is therefore a merciful death.” 

Animals are not taught that fire and brim- 
stone awaits them, To that extent their death is 
free from the mental suffering many humans 
undergo, But the Bishop assumes a lot when he 
concludes that hunted animals enjoy a merciful 


death. Would he think it a merciful death to be 
pursued in his nightshirt by hounds and hunters 
till he dropped, instead of passing away in the 
episcopal bed, amid the odor of sanctity? 


Canned Foods 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The title of “Canned Goods” is generally 
restricted to foods put up in tin cans and 
sterilized by heating. The object in all kinds of 
canning is the same, that is, to kill off all 
micro-organisms present, and then by the 


exclusion of all air, to prevent any new ones 
from gaining entrance. Micro- 
organisms when present, 
cause decomposition or spoil- 


There are many varieties 
of canned foods on the mare 
ket. All kinds of food, ine 
cluding fish, poultry, meat, 
vegetables and fruits are put 
up in cans, and the United 
States today stands as the 
foremost exponent of canned 
foods, the output of this 
country being considerably greater than the 
total of all other parts of the world combined. 

It has been remarked somewhat truthfully 
that the modern kitchen need be only large 
enough to permit the wielding of a can opener. 
Women can now have more leisure by saving 
the time formerly needed for marketing, wash- 
ing and cooking vegetables. It is certainly true 
that the use of canned foods is increasing at a 
very rapid rate each year. It is right that this 
should be so, for with the improved methods of 
canning, it is possible to get almost any kind 
of food at any time in the year. Prices have 
gradually been reduced and “eating out of cans” 
is often even cheaper than buying fresh foods. 


The foods canned by the large commercial 
canneries are well preserved, excellent in taste 
and perfectly wholesome. The food value is 
changed very little, if at all, with most of the 
canned food products, 

It was Nappleon who said that “an army 
travels on its stomach.” He found that dried 
meats and cereals were not sufficient to main- 
tain the health of his soldiers, and, believing 
that an adequate supply of vegetables was 
necessary, he offered a reward of 12,000 francs 
for anyone who would discover a method of 
preserving food for his armies far removed 
from a home supply of fresh articles. 


Finally Nicholas Appert perfected a process 
of canning fresh vegetables by sealing them in 
bottles and then heating them for varying 
periods of time, depending on the article of 
food. His discovery was tested thoroughly and 
he was given the reward. Appert used the 
francs to build the first canning factory in 
France about the year 1810, 

The tin can did not come into use until some 
time later and was developed in England and 
made of some kind of metal covered with a thin 
coating of tin. At first it was called a “canister” 
but workmen soon shortened this word to can 
and we have been using it ever since. 

So you see we owe the idea of canning foods 
to Napoleon, who was interested in preserving 
fresh foods for his soldiers, It was, therefore, 
a health measure, and has contributed a great 
deal to our being able to have an adequate 
supply of vegetables during the winter months. 
The canned food industry rapidly developed in 
America during the Civil War period and since 
that time the industry has gradually expanded 
because of need of a gveater conservation of 
vegetables and perishable goods of every kind. 
Today our canneries serve the need largely as 
community kitchens in which all the rough 
and dirty work of preparing vast quantities of 
foods is done for the convenience and nourish- 
ment of innumerable households. Thousands of 
acres of fruit, grain, and vegetable land, and 
great herds of cows, also great fisheries, are 
dedicated to their service. 

The canning industry has improved greatly 
within the last few years since there have been 
installed departments of research and careful 
inspection resulting in the discovery of the most 
healthful methods of canning. At one time, 
canned foods consisted almost entirely of sur- 
plus foods which were canned to prevent them 
from spoiling, but this is no longer the case. 
The foods now selected for canning are pro- 
duced for that particular purpose.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. Elizabeth D. writes: “Will 
you please explain broiling to me?” 

ANSWER—Broiling is a wholesome cooking 
method and the principle of broiling is the 
exposure of the food to a high temperature at 
the start of the cooking process, after which the 
temperature is reduced during the remainder of 
the cooking period, That type of broiling which 
is done in the oven is called Flame-Broiling and 
the food to be cooked is placed on the broiling 
rack and then exposed to direct flame. One 
side of the food is seared under a hot flame, the 
food is then turned and the other side seared. 
The searing process will serve to seal in the 
juices, After searing on both sides, the heat is 
reduced until the food is cooked to the stage 
desired. Meats are the foods most commonly 
broiled and broiled steaks, broiled chops, fish 
fillets, and broiled chicken are delicious. Instead 
of using the oven method, pan-broiling may be 
employed. To pan-broil a steak, have the fire 
high, the pan hot (without adding grease) and 
place the meat in the pan, turning quickly to 
sear the other side. After it is well seared on 
both sides, turn down the fire. It is a good plan 
to pour off the fat as the cooking process is con- 
tinued. You will find that it is unnecessary to 
use grease in broiling either in the oven or in 
@ pan and if you try to use it, the grease em- 
ployed will give off considerable smoke and 
may impart a burned flavor to the food. The 
length of the cooking time depends upon how 
thick the meat is; for example, a thick steak 
will require a longer cooking period and must 
be turned several times before it is done.’ A 
thin slice of meat is turned only once. A skill- 
ful cook learns to use the broiling method quite 
often, pleasing those at the table with a food 
that is done to a crisp turn and which has a 
delicious flavor.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1857 Lord Elgin, 
then governor-general, signed a 

rchment appointing George 

urnett to be police magistrate of 
Toronto. Who was George Gur- 
nett? He was the editor of Tne 
Courier and the bitterest oppon- 
ent, both politically and journal- 
istically, of William Lyon Mack- 
enzie, In the fighting days, 1832- 
37, every issue of The Courier 
pilloried Macenzie, who retal:t- 
ed in kind, and 1t was one of the 
daily diversions of the citizens of 
York and Toronto, to watch for 
the rival journals to read what 
each editor had to say about the 
other. 

Gurnett was a Tory of the Tor- 
ies. He was a Loyalist with a very 
big L., until the Colonial Office 
in London sent out word dismiss- 
ing the law officers in Upper Can- 
ada because they had been un- 
fair to Mackenzie. Then, and then 
only, did Gurnett's loyalty waver, 
but that phase soon passed and

he again became the exponent of 
high Toryism. He was elected to 
the first city council of Toronto 
in 1834, he voted against Mack- 
enzie’s election as mayor, he pro- 
tested against the municipal gov- 
ernment being used for “rebel” 
propaganda, and when in 1837 he 
became mayor he was most active 
in “running down the rebels,” and 
in the pursuit of the “arch rebel.” 
He was mayor also in 1848, 1849 
and 1850, and, though, like most 
Tories, he was opposed to Lord 
Elgin’s signing of the Rebellion 
Losses Bill he did his duty as 
chief magistrate and formally wel- 
comed the Queen’S representative 
when the capital was moved to 
Toronto in °49. 

George Gurnett was a good 
magistrate. He died November 18, 
1861, and at his funeral his po- 
litical opponents forgot their en- 
mity to join in tribute to a man 
who had been a good loyal citi- 
zen.

OUR NATIONAL FINANCES 

The Bank of Canada issued re- 
cently a 75 million dollar Domin- 
ion Government bond issue or 


loan, the money to be used for 
general purposes, according to 
the announcement. The major 
portion of this loan was issued 
for 19% years, and will bear 3 
per cent. interest. The bonds will | 
not be callable until 1950. 

It was stated in the announce- 


ment that none of this would be 
used for refunding; therefore, it 
is a straight addition to the debt 
of the country. In issuing a loan 
like this, we think the bank of 
Canada should be more explicit 
in their explanation. “A loan for 
general purposes” does not con- 
tain very much information 
Children who are going to 
school at the present time will 
assume their portion of this loan 
a few years hence, when they 
reach the age of maturity: t! 
fore, to keep the record clear, the 
next generation, who are assum- 
ing this debt bondage, are entitle 
to know full particuiars as to 
what corresponding assets are go- 
ing to be passed aluig to them 
on the other side of the ledger 
to offset this debt loan which 


they are being forced to take 
upon themselves. ‘ 
Furthermore, the issuing of 


bonds for a period of fifteen years 
without a call clause, is far from 
being in line with present-day 
trends; in fact, it is an antiquated 
system, and not in the interests of 
the people as a whole. 

A person who gets his money 


back with interest to date can 
have no complaint. Our country is 
in for a long period of low inter- 
est rates, and there is no need of 
committing the people for fifteen 
years to pay even 3 per cent., al- 
though the latter rate on the face 
of it might look low, but it is 
not low when compared to the 
return the primary producer is 
getting on his investment. During 
the last few years those who have 
Jabored in our basio industries, 
farming, lumbering, etc., have not 
realized an average return of two 
per cent. on their investment; in 
fact it has been considerably un- 
der two per cent. In other words, 
those who invest their money in 
real wealth, farm lands, farm ma- 
chinery, fishing nets, fishing boats, 


tackle, etc., are obliged to take 
an average return of le inan 
two per cent., while those who 
invest in the debts of the coun- 
try, or, in other words, the debts 
of industry, are guaranteed a re- 
turn of 3 per cent. for many 
years. We are, therefore, giving 
a premium to the man who in- 
vests his money in debts instead 
of real wealth, or industry, end 


the question might well be asked, 


he are we going to solve the 
unémployment problem when this 
condition exists, as it is industry 
that gives us all our payrolls, 
The time is long past due when 
the flow of capital should be 
directed toward industry, and 


this can only be done by making 
it less profitable to 
debts rather than in real wealth, 
or industry—Quebec Chronicle-

ers having asked for details of 
the modes of applying this most 
terrible weapon of society and 
individuals, I reluctantly do so, 
and only in the hope it will con- 
vince the many that me has 
grown more humeue in .vese 
matters.

It was during the Indian Mu- 
tiny, 1855-56 that capital punish- 
ment in the form—“blowing from 
the cannon” arose, It was found 
that this was the only form in 
which death had any terror or 
effect for the untamable, vindic- 
tive and fanatic Sepoy, If he was 
simply shot, hung or transfixed, 
went valiantly to his doom fully 
secure in the belief that his body 
would be claimed by his friends 
and interred with all the pompe- 
ous honors due to a brave man. 
If he was a Hindu that he would 
be properly cremated according 
to custom; if a Musselman, that 
the law of the Koran would be

faithfully carried out with respect 
to the rites. 

“But when sentenced to death 
in this new and terrible form, 
he knew that his body would be 
blown into a thousand pieces, and 
that it would be impossible for 
friends or relatives however de- 
voted, to be sure of collecting all 
the fragments of his particular 
corpse; while the thought of a 
limb of a man of a different cast 
might possibly be burned or 
buried with his own, caused the 
most anguish and poignant tore 
ture.”

In the capital cost of railways which join Edmonton with tide- 
water on the Pacific at least one hundred million dollars of money 
belonging to the taxpayers of Canada is tied up in those divisions 
of the Canadian National Railway which reach tidewater at 


Prince Rupert. 


No systematic effort has yet been made to permit this most 
highly capable and efficient stretch of railway to connect with 


world traffic, 


British lines of steamships come to Darien and Vladivostok 
from British ports; calling at Mediterranean and Oriental ports, 


Ordinary business sense dictates the necessity of endeavoring 
to arrange a contract, extending over a term of years, whereunder 
these lines will cross the Pacific to Prince Rupert. 


A subsidy of one hundred thousand pounds a year, with @ 
guarantee of a proper supply of bunker coal at Prince Rupert 
at a cost not exceeding five dollars a ton, should be sufficient to 


interest a steamship company. 


Two such contracts should give 


Prince Rupert a fifteen day service providing connection either 
direct, or by through-rate trans-shipment, with every Oriental 
and Mediterranean and European part. 


Any company entering into such a contract would necessarily 
make every effort to secure freight, so as to make as much profit 


as possible out of the subsidy. 


The market in Asia for many Canadian products such as 
tractors, and agricultural implements, wheat, meat, fish and fruit, 


metals, pipes, 


and tools, could be made a substantial branch of 


our national trade, when provided with regular steamship services 
guaranteed to be maintained for years. 


European and Mediterranean products of classes and kinds not 
produced in Canada, but used in Canada, would to a substantial 
extent find their way into western Canada via Prince Rupert. 


Passengers to and from Europe to points in the Far East would 
in some numbers travel by the Canadian route; and there would 
also be a most attractive round-the- — route across Canada 


via Prince Rupert. 


Suppose it did take three or four years to work the traffic up 
to substantial proportions the investment would involve much less 
than Canada loses every year by letting the Prince Rupert divi- 


sions of the C.N.R. be dormant. 


Prince Rupert can easily be made e@ busy seaport with not 
less than one hundred thousand peoplepand every part of Canada 
will have a certainty of benefitting by a great new avenue of 


overseas commerce, 


The Ellerman line and the Glen and Shire line, are great sea-

TECHNOCRACY—NOT 
FASCIST 


Editor, Bulletin: Since the visit 
to Edmonton of Howard Scott, 


director-in-chief of Technocracy 
Incorporated, the outstanding 
question asked of the local teche 
nocrats, has been, i$ your move- 
ment similar to Fascism? Whee 
ther or not a movement is fascis- 
tic depends upon the long term 
objective. The aim of Fascism as 
expressed in Italy and Germany,: 
is to preserve, by force if neces- 
sary the dying economic order. 
Technocracy defines Fascism to 
be a consolidation of all minor 
rackets into a major monopoly 
for the preservation of a price 
system. Fascism is the “last ditch” 
defence of the price system. 

The aim of Technocracy is to 
replace the dying economic order 
with a carefully planned society 
having as its goal, the provision 
of economic security with a very 
high standard of living to every 
man, woman and child in this 
continental area, It is possible 
that Technocracy, in order to at- 
tain this high social objective, 
might make use of certain prin- 
ciples of mass psychology used so 
successfully, not only by Musso- 
lini and Hitler, but also by the 
dictatorship of Russia and the 
American advertising fraternity 
as well. For instance, Technoce 
racy recognizes the importance 
of symbols in mass thinking and 
makes use of its insignia, the 
Monad, an emblem in vermillion 
and French grey, which is an an- 
cient Chinese symbol signifying 
unity, balance, growth and dyn- 
amie functioning for the security 
of the life processes, 

Technocracy, however, aims al- 
ways to direct mass thinking to- 
wards an intelligent understand- 
ing of its objective.

and that talk of Italy's “Deperate 
Squadron” was taken seriously, 

The “Desperate Squadron,” as 
you've read, are those dare-devil 
airmen who had sworn, in case of 
war, to sink one British ship each 
by making human bombs of them- 
selves, They will load their ma- 
chines — even their own bodies — 
with high explosives, then zoom 
in a power dive on the nearest 
cruiser flying the white ensign, and 
up they'll go, ship and airplane 
and men together. 


GRIM REALITY TO NAVY 

To me and to the carefree French 
fliers in Djibouti this was a lot of 
highly colored rah rah stuff put out 
by a publicity bureau in Rome. To 
naval officers who will have to face 
such an heroic threat if it ever 
comes this was no rover boy ad- 
venture but a grim realiiy. 

Aden, on my arrival, was one of 
the most beautiful sights I’ve ever 
seen. With two Italian reporters, 
both armed to the tecth, I'd gone 
aboard a black French liner, Madae 
gascar bound, via Aden, in the 
afternoon. She was due to sail in 
an hour, but remained six, chucke 
ing out vast scow loads of cement 
for Ethiopia. 

Just before dawn Aden stood be- 
fore us like the jagged backbone 
of some huge prehistoric beast. 
Brilliant between the vertebrae 
were a star and crescent. Just one 
shiny morning star and a thin eye- 
brow of moon; surely a good joss 
for any Mohammedan town. 

Signal lights winked from the 
masts of all the men-of-war, and 
we had to wait a half hour until 
we steamed in a lane between the 
16 fighting ships, while each one 
dipped her white ensign in greet- 
ing. 

WARNED TO LEAVE 
IN 14 DAYS 


The Itaiians, keen to join freight 
ships loading supplies in harbor, 
were relieved of their pistols, and 
even I, with a British passport, was 
given a going over to prove I was 
no spy, warned about the use of 
my camera, and told the limit of 
my stay in town—they called it 
“fort’—was 14 days. 


and was invited to bed dowi on a 
shady piece of roof. However, I 
| found a film fellow, got cleaned up 
in his room and lit out to find the 
governor. 

He and two aides apparently 
didn’t hear me come into the secre- 
tary’s office where they were pore 
ing over books, charts and naval 
ists. 

Then the first secretary said an 
interview was out of the question 
for that day. Somehow I learned 
his name was Murray Sinclair, and 
I have a brother with that name, 
so I bet him I knew what part of 
Scotland he came from, won the 
bet, and was eventually looking into 
the friendly face of the governor. 
| “Sir Bernard,” I asked, “is it true 
{that thousands of your people have 
fled the colony in terror of war?” 

“Many have left, yes, probably 
thousands, but the height of the 
tension was about the first week of 
October. Since that time many 
have returned and the situation is 
definitely easier.” 


LEAVE IT TO PEOPLE 

| “What is the official attitude to- 
ward civilian evacuation of Aden? 
Do you encourage or discourage 
people from leaving?” 

| “Neither; we leave it entirely to 
themselves. If the balance of ad- 
vice could be said to lean either 
one way or the other I would say 
we encouraged them to leave.” 

“Then you do feel there is danger 
of aerial attack?” His excellency 
turned his hands palm outward, 
shrugged his shoulders a bit and 
smiled but said nothing. 

“And these ships in harbor. Those 
16 men-of-war; they will stay here 
indefinitely?” 

“The admiralty does not consult 
me. You know as much about 
those ships as I do. We have taken 
certain precautions to protect oil 
and food and water, of course, but 
you must understand, sir, Aden is 
a fortress. We cannot tell you what 
is going on in a fortress.” 

“One word about gas masks. Do 
I understand you have enough 
masks for the whole population?” 

“We have not.” 

“Is there any place where I, for 
instance, could buy such a mask 
in town?" 

“I really don't know, but have 
no fear, there are ample supplies 
for the European population.” 


CONTRAST IN ATTITUDES 

I couldn't help noting, as I came 
away from the office, the amazing 
difference between Sir Bernard's 
attitude and the attitude of all 
Aden compared to that in Djibouti. 
Statesmen on both sides have ane 
nounced that if Italy fights Eng- 
land Italy fights France also. Yet 
Djibouti is carefree and indifferent 
to the whole thing. 

Here was Aden with her popula- 
tion fleeing, whole armies of coolies 
banking oil wells and barracks and 
wells with sand bags, some of them 
10 layers deep, 

The hospitals, surprisingly full of 
sick Tommies, had painted 
with enormous red crosses on side 
and top, Airplanes droned over- 
head in mass formation, sometimes 
as many as 30 in a big V. The 
warships, all lights doused, made 
speed runs through the Indian 
ocean two nights a week. 

It all seemed very hush hush 
with expectancy. In Djibouti no- 
body cared, certainly nobody wor- 
ried, and the only persons who fled 
the town were disgruntled report- 
ers, photographers and lecturers 
annoyed at the prices, infuriated at 
the bugs, and disappointed at the 
lack of war news or even accepte 
able war rumors, 


NO REFUGEES AT BERBERA 

From the sun-scorched lava beds 
of Aden to Berbera, capital of 
British Somaliland, you go on a 
dinky steamer run by a Bombay 
Parsee who spends most of the 
36-hour voyage unfolding gory tales 
of the Red Sea slave traffic.

Toronto knows more about what 
fighting there is than Berbera will 
ever know. The sleepy town plays 
Good Samaritan to neither Ethio- 
pian refugees nor—as some reports 
have insisted—to Italian deserters. 

You can’t even go to Berbera 
without written permission from 
Commissioner Sir Arthur Lawrence 
and when you get there you find 
yourself fenced in behind taboos 
and dependent on official hospital- 
ity which is adequate but aloof. I 
for one felt like a gate-crasher in 
a cloister dedicated to files and the 
order of precedence, 


NO HOTEL, ONLY ONE SHOP 

Sixty whites run the town, 53 
men and seven women. There are 
fewer than 80 whites in the whole 
of British Somaliland. There is no 
hotel, dak bungalow, bank or movie 
and only one shop, owned by the 
same Parsee who runs the boat. No 
liners from anywhere to anywhere 
else call at Berbera. 

At noon and again in the eve- 
ning those of the stalwart 60 who 
feel up to it visit the club and 
play a little perfunctory tennis. 
On mail days, once a fortnight, they 
eagerly devour news from home. 

In what cool hours the evening 
can produce they drive to the 
lovely lighthouse in one direction 
and to the smal! but clean Somali 
village in the other. Then to bed 
in stone bungalows where you can 
hear the night-long tramp of native 
police who stop once an hour to 
strike a gong and call out the 
time. 

The official village looks like 
something for dolls with miniature 
streets and tiny sad gardens, but 
the visitor notices one difference. 
The few short avenues are cut 
by a network of strong walls loop- 
holed to command a view from 
every angle of the wells which 
stand outside the town. Wells on 
which every life in the place de- 
pends. Streets all converge in 
bottle-necked passages to which 
steel gates can be quickly hinged 
and closed to keep out invaders. 

There is practically no movement 
except during that brief evening 
spin of the cars. Occasionally a 
dusty truck rumbles in from the 
hills or some houseboys get into a 
scrap. Otherwise silence. There are 
no children in Berbera, Not one. 


SMART DEFENCE CORPS 
Beyond the mountains lie the 
headquarters of the Camel Corps 
where everything is spit and polish 
and there is constant activity. This 
corps, one of the finest in the Brit- 
ish service, is ready for any call 
and frequently, when tribes get in 


One section 1s mechanized. In- 
stead of camels the men use trucks 
to get about and patrol roads to 
the Ethiopian frontier. It was be- 
cause of these roads and these cars 
I went to Berbera. The idea, which 
seemed a bit hopeless, was to get 
up by Hargeisha, cross the frontier 
and take my chance on the un- 
bridged rivers toward Jijiga, Harar

SKIER DIES

RELIEF BURDEN 
HEAVY IN B.C. 


VICTORIA, Jan. 6. -— The Bri- 
tish Columbia government's sur- 
vey of persons on relief shows that 
more than 2,000 families have been 
on relief in the province for fiv« 
years and more than 9,008 families 
for four years. 

Out of 26,676 heads of familie 
and single tdult persons, 19,068 
have not had any kind of employ- 
ment since they first applied for 
relief. Of this same total 11,422, or 
more than 40 per cent, are persons 
more than 50 years old. 

Dependent on the 26,676 persons 
listed are 12,772 wives, 14,747 sons, 
14,026 daughters and 1,894 others, a 
total of 43,539 dependents. 

The survey is said to be the 
most extensive of its kind ever 
carried out in Canada and similar 
to one planned for all Canads.

One bunch salsify, 1 tablespoon 
minced parsley, %% lemon, 1 cup 
flour, %% teaspoon salt, 2-3 cup 
water, 1 tablespoon salad oil, white 
1 egg. 

Scrape salsify and cook in boil- 
ing salted water until tender. 
Drain thoroughly and _= sprinkle 
with parsley and lemon juice. Let 
stand 15 or 20 minutes. Mix and 
sift flour and salt. Add water 
until stiff. Dip prepared salsify in 
and then add white of egg beaten 
slowly, beating well. Beat in oil 
batter and drop into deep hot fat 
(380 degrees F.) and fry a golden 
brown. Drain on brown paper and 
serve very hot.

Re.affirming a stand taken at 
a@ former mecting, the civic relief 
committee © irday made a de- 
finite recommendation Ww city 


council that the provincial gov- 
ernment be requested to relieve 

Edmonton of the whole of its di- 
rect relief burden. 

Reasons for this move are the 
contention by the city that relief is 
not properly a municipal responsi- 
bility, that the federal government 
has refused to foot all of the bill, 
as suggested ot the Dominion-pro- 
vincial pariey at Ottawa recently, 
and the fact that the province, with 
an increased relief contribution 
from the federal government, is in 
@ better position to carry the load. 

If this recommendation is  ap- 
proved by council, Premier Aber- 
hart will be asked to give consid- 
ation to the proposal 

The committee found itself op- 
posed to the set-up of the provin- 
cial relief committee of four mem- 
bers, as proposed by the Alberta 
government. Work of such a com-| 
mittee would be to define respon- 
sibility for relief cases and hand 
down rulings as to whether cities, 
rural municipalities or the province 
were responsible for the cases com- 
ing under review. 

It is suggested that the personnel 
of the committee be a representa- | 
tive of the government, one from 
the cities, another from rural dis- | 
tricts and a fourth as spokesman | 
for the Unemployed Ex-Service 
Men's Association. 


FAULT IS FOUND 

Einding fault with such a set-up, 
the local committee Saturday con- 
tended that Edmonton would have | 
only one voice on such a body. It 
was believed that a more satisfac- 
tory committee would be one com- 
posed of three members represent- 
ing the cities, rural municipalities | 
and the government. 

A recommendation to this effect 
was made to council, with Ald. 
Margaret Crang, chairman, oppos- 
ing it. She claimed the personnel | 
@s proposed by the government 
would be most satisfactory. 

Two novel suggestions by unem- 
ployed on relief here were placed 
before the committee, whicn  re- 
ferred them to Relief Manager H. 
F. McKee for further study. One 
was tha‘ a barber shop be operated 
in the city’s rebef quarters to :er- 
voce those on relie?. The other was 
thet a ce school be organized in 
the reuef deportment to give chil- 
dgen of unemployed an opportun- 
ity of studying music. 

The plan sponsored by an unem- 
ployed barber that he be permi.ted 
to carry on his trade under the 
wing of the city and thus work off 
ais relief did not. receive strong 
support from aldermen. Mayor J 
A. Clarke remarked that such an 
arrangement would hurt other bar- 
gers operating businesses in the 
city, 

However, the committee suggest- 
ed that barbers on relief submit a 
more detailed plan t: Mr McKee, 
who will report back to the com- 
mittee iater on this suggesticn. 
SCHOOL OF MUSIC { 

Idea of a school of music ap- 
pealed more to the commiu'tee, and 
the relief manager was requested 
to look into the feasibility of such 
a scheme. In submitting their pro- 
posa!, musicians on relief, of whom 
ihere are 12, suggested that they be 
permitted to teach music to chil- 
dren of families on relief instead 
of being sent out to do other city 
work in return for the relicf allow- | 
ances they are receiving. 

Mr. McKee informed the cummit- 
tee that ene unemployed musician 
was already conducting a weekly 
musie class for children or relief 
out of pure love of his art and with- |} 
eut any financial return for his 
labor. The man in question was 
also doing his other work regular- 
ly ior the city, Mr. McKee said.

Following the commencement of 
two hotels, one for each railway, at 
Halifax, criticism and mutual re- 
criminations on the part of the 
Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific supporters were general and 
these Jed to the publication of cer- 
tain explanations. On March 27th 
the C.N.R. issued an official state- 
ment in which it claimed that ample 
warning of its intentions had been 
given before the C.P.R. decided to 
take up the $350,000 preferred stock 
of the Lord Nelson Hotel; on April 
8th the C.P.R. issued a reply to this, 
outlining the negotiations which had 
been carried on from January 26th, 
1927, when the project had first 
come to their attention. In this it 
claimed that the C.N.R. had been 
actively interested up to July, 1927, 
and had recommended C.P.R. par- 
ticipation. 

It also pointed out that in sub- 
scribing for $350,000 of stock the 
C.P.R. had made an offer to transfer 
$250,000 of this amount, for which. 
it claimed, the C.N.R. had originally 
intended to subscribe. The truth, as 
already mentioned, was that the 
war was on and both managements, 
in company with pretty well every 
government and every private con- 
cern, had wholly miscalculated the 
possibilities of the growing pros- 
perity being maintained. 


HOTEL COMPETITION 

The competition of hotels and 
other luxury services, which brought 
into existence in Canada as effi- 
cient a system of passenger trans- 
portation as any in the history of 
the world, was, however, secondary 
to the real struggle for revenues. 
And by 1928 this struggle had large- 
ly been localized in the rich agri- 
cultural areas of the northwest. In

LONG BATTLE 

A long battle between the two 
railways resulted in 1929 in the ac- 
quisition from the Alberta govern- 
ment of its northern railway prop- 
erties by both systems which agreed 
upon joint operation. But elsewhere 
there was a minimum of co-opera- 
tion. On January 2nd, 1929, it was 
announced that the Hon. C, A. Dun- 
ning, at that time minister of rail- 
ways and canals, was putting for- 
ward every effort to localize a con- 
flict of interest of branch lines and 
to prevent the dissension which had 
arisen between the two railways 
from getting out of hand, @nd on 
January 10th the Canadian Patific 
announced a program providing for 
the construction of new lines, to 
comprise approximately 1,200 lines 
of track and to cost not less than 

Sir Henry immediately issued a 
statement: 


DEVELOPING NORTH 

“The Canadian National applauds 
the apparent intention of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway to assist in the 
development of the north country; 
providing their assistance does not 
entail the exclusion of the Cana- 
dian National system from territory 
which it has already colonized or 
caused to be colonized and into 
which it has been well understood 
it intended to extend its lines in 
the immediate future. 

“In this connection it should be 
mentioned that for more than 25 
years the Canadian Northern and 
the Grand Trunk Pacific and re- 
cently their successor, the Canadian 
National Railways, have been

Henry instanced the Canadian 
cific’s proposed line to Melfort and 
its proposed line through territory 
immediately south of Cold Lake 
and the Beaver River as conflicting 
with lines projected by his own rail- 
way.

ROOSEVELT'S 
NEUTRALITY TO 
BE DISCUSSED 


British Cabinet Will Con- 
sider U.S. Message at 
Early Date 


By GEORGE HAMBLETON

LONDON, Jan. 6—The British 
cabinet will at an early date dis- 
cuss President Roosevelt's “neu- 
trality message” to the United 
States Congress delivered Friday 


night. 

Until the ministers have had an 
opportunity to consider the message 
in all its implications, official com- 
ment is being withheld, but well- 
informed circles believe the Roose- 
velt policy, as applied to the Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict, would streng- 
then the hands of the League of 
Nations. 


EFFECTUAL EMBARGO 


Restrictions of American exports 
of war materials—including oil—to 
peace-time quantities, would, it is 
held, go a long way to ensure an 
effectual League embargo on the 
same products. 

If Italy is to be allowed only 
normal imports of oil from the 
United States, President Roosevelt 
in fact if not in name will be im- 
posing a sanction on the nation 
named by the League as the aggres- 
sor, it is believed here. 


Two other points will be before 
the cabinet, namely: 

1—Roosevelt'’s implied abandon- 
ment of the old United States doc- 
trine of the freedom of the seas. 

Q—The effect of the Roosevelt 
neutrality policy on League coun- 
tries either applying military sanc- 
tions or resisting by forre an It- 
alian attack. 

There has so far been no discus- 
sion between Great Britain and 
other League countries of applying 
military sanctions against Italy. 

But the possibility of an Italian 
attack is regarded as always pres- 
ent, The League committee of 18 
On sanctions has already decided on 
mutual assistance should the ap- 
plication of sanctions make assist- 
ance necessary. 


SUPPORT ASSURED 


In addition the British have re- 
ceived assurances of support from 
several Mediterranean powers in 
the event of an Italian attack on 
the British navy. 

The question now agitating the 
commentators is: What would be 
the position of the League powers 
under the Roosevelt policy should 
they have to resort to force against 
Italy? 

Would they equally rank as bel- 
ligerents and be subjected to an 
embargo on war materials? 

The Manchester Guardian, dis- 
cussing this point, holds that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's attack in his mes- 
Sage on the war-makers and auto- 
crats makes it “incredible.” 

Even the proposed legislation, the 
Guardian declares would leave 
Roosevelt's hands free regarding 
war materials. “If he imposed an 
embargo now he might presumably 
remove it later at his discretion 
from all the belligerents.” 

The Guardian adds the point re- 
mains a ticklish one for members 
of the League. 


Second Death 
Of Swedes From 
‘Bombs Reported

LONDON, Jan. 6.—Sir Sidney 
Barton, British minister in Ethiopia, 
officially reported to the foreign of- 
fice today the death of another 
Swede from wounds suffered when 
Italian planes bombed the Swedish 
Red Cross hospital near Dolo last 
week, 

This makes the second Swedish 
death. A male nurse named Gun- 
nar Lundstroem died previously 
from his wounds while being trans- 
ported by airplane to Nugelli. 

The foreign office at once noti- 
fied the Swedish government of the 
second death. Sweden has no min- 
ister in Ethiopia, and after last 
week's bombing the British foreign 
office instructed Sir Sidney to make 
a thorough investigation on behalf 
of Sweden,

CALGARY CADI 
RESIGNS POST 


Magistrate H. G. Scott of Cal- 
gary has tendered his resignation 
from the magisterial bench, effec- 
tive as from Jan. 15, according to 
an announcement made on Monday 
by Hon. J. W. Hugill, K.C., attor- 
ney-general. The minister  an- 
nounced that Magistrate Scott 
would be succeeded by Alderman 
D. Cameron Sinclair, well-known 
Calgary practicing barrister, and 
partner in the legal firm of Sin- 
clair and Jull. 

Magistrate Scott served jn Red 
Deer for several years and for fhe 
last two years has resided at Cal- 
Bary. 

Mr. Sinclair was elected to the 
Calgary aldermanic board at the 
last municipal election. He is a 
returned soldier and served with 
distinction in the war. 

Asked if Magistrate Scott's 
resignation had been requested 
Hon. Mr. Hagill replied, “We!l, he 
has resigned and his resignation is 
at hand.” 

In appointing a barrister to the 
bench, the government dppear to 
be adopting this as a policy, as re- 
cent magisterial vacancies have 
been filled by barristers.
